HISTORY: Just before Americans celebrate the founding of their nation on July 4, Canadians 
celebrate Canada Day on July 1, marking the formation of the Dominion of Canada on July 1, 1867. It 
appears to mark the first use of the word Dominion related to a country, to indicate that Canada was 
to be a self-governing part of the British Empire. July 1 became a public holiday in 1879, known as 
Dominion Day until 1982, when it became Canada Day to mark the new Constitution of Canada. 

AND NOW... THE NEWS: 

600 CFQR QC Montréal- June 13 marked the first News/Talk programming on the station 
since it was licensed a decade ago and began testing 5 years ago. Until April 2000, 
600 kHz was the home of the Montreal station that traced its roots 
back to Canada’s first radio station: Marconi’s XWA. It was assigned 
call letters CFCF in 1922 when true broadcast licenses were first 
issued. As for CFOR, they were licensed to compete with CJAD’s 
English talk format, but are still playing mostly music. On June 13, it 
was just a live one-man morning show. The only talk during the rest 
of the day was newscasts provided by The Canadian Press. There 
were no ads, not even during the Morning Show. 

More Ratings: Numeris is a non-profit organization that provides the recognized radio and 
television ratings service for Canada. For Radio, they only use PPM (Portable People Meter) for the 
large Canadian markets, and just released their latest ratings. The numbers shown below were 
obtained from Canadian Radio Consultant David Bray and reflect all those aged 12 years old and 
over, listening between February 28 and May 29, 2022. 

630 CHED AB Edmonton - Dipped to #43 in the Edmonton ratings with an 8.4 SHARE for their 
Information Talk format, which includes exclusive broadcast rights to the Edmonton 
Oilers’ best hockey season in a very long time. 
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ON Toronto - Their All-News format earned them #3 in the Toronto ratings with an 
8.3 SHARE. 
BC Vancouver — CBC Radio One is #3 in the Vancouver ratings with an 11.3 
SHARE, which includes those listening to simulcast CBU-2-FM, also located in 
Vancouver, and broadcasting with 97,600 Watts. 
AB Edmonton — CBC Radio One is #5 in the Edmonton ratings with a 7.4 SHARE, 
which also includes those listening to simulcast CBX-2-FM with its 3931 Watts, which 
covers almost all of Edmonton, despite transmitting from the CBXT television tower 
in Sherwood Park, thanks to CBX-2-FM broadcasting in mono. 
AB Calgary - Maintaining their #2 position in the Calgary ratings with a 10.3 
SHARE, barely beaten by CBR, lacking the CBC’s nested FM repeater. Information 
Talk format. 
AB Camrose - No longer subscribes to Numeris ratings, so no Edmonton ratings 
numbers are available. 
QC Montréal - #1 rated among Montreal’s English language stations, with a 27.2 
SHARE that looks more impressive than it actually is, since it is a percentage of the 
minority English language audience in Montreal. But it is more than double CBC 
Radio One’s audience and 10 SHARE points above #2, an English language music 
station on FM. Among Montreal’s French audiences, CBC is far and away #1. 
Montreal’s English language listening CUME is 857,000, while French is 2,985,000 
listeners. 
BC New Westminster — Is still scoring #1 in the Vancouver ratings with their 
Information Talk format, with a 12.6 SHARE. 
AB Calgary - CBC Radio One is #1 in the Calgary ratings, despite dropping 2.2 
SHARE to 10.9, thanks to being simulcast on CBR-1-FM with its 7 kW.

1240 in Harrison, Arkansas, which tested on Nov. 13, 1946 and received 148 
reports, including 96 from NRC members and one report from Dunedin, New 
Zealand. 

50 Years Ago: From the August 1, 1972 issue of DX News: Bill Bailey’s article 
“Up the Carrier” explained a technique for mimicking “exalted carrier” 
reception to null a dominant station using a BFO carrier. A full page was 
devoted to reports of stations broadcasting special programs (and day stations on at night) during 
the June 1972 Hurricane Agnes floods in the Northeast. 

25 Years Ago: From the August 18, 1997 issue of DX News: Jean Burnell provided a report on the 
“Sleepless in Seattle” Grayland DXpedition of June 18-23, 1997. 

10 Years Ago: From the August 13, 2012 issue of DX News: This issue was compiled on a laptop 
computer live at the Bridgeport, WV convention. The Montréal station on 1610 kHz suffered an arson 
attack after the station, which serves the local Haitian community, criticized the former Haitian 
dictator Jean-Claude Duvalier.

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Radio History Revisited 
What about Atlanta’s “other” historic radio station? 


WBIN also can (almost) celebrate a century of service 
Kenneth D. MacHarg 


While much attention has been justifiably paid to WSB, Atlanta’s first radio station with a storied 
history, another station in the city can almost celebrate its own centennial, even though the trajectory 
is quite different and a similar continuity of ownership doesn’t exist. 

On March 15, 1922, the Atlanta Journal newspaper licensed the first commercial radio station in the 
south under the call letters WSB. 

The “Voice of the South,” as it was called, broadcast from the fifth floor of the Journal building at 
7 Forsyth Street. 

While the call letters of the station were assigned at random by the government, the station 
management quickly proclaimed that they stood for “Welcome South, Brother.” 

It was the 27th radio station in the United States to take to the air. (There are now approximately 
15,445 radio stations broadcasting on AM and FM in the USA —not counting online stations.) 

But, not to be outdone, two days later, on March 17, the then-rival Atlanta Constitution newspaper 
launched its own radio station, WGM. Initially the two stations broadcast on the same frequency, so 
they had to establish a time-sharing agreement throughout the day. 

Before either station started, the Journal published instructions on how to build crystal-set 
receivers. 

It was said that the competition between the rival stations and rival newspapers was so great that 
WSB’s general manager, Lambdin Kay, banned any person who had previously appeared on WGM 
from broadcasting over WSB. 

Although WGM gained some national notoriety, it was shut down by its owner on July 29, 1923 
after just over a year of operation, clearing the frequency for WSB to move to 24 hours a day of 
broadcasting. 

The WGM equipment was donated to the Georgia School of Technology (Georgia Tech) where it 
was used by the school’s electrical engineering program in early 1924 to set up radio station WBBF. 
That station changed its call letters to WGST in 1925 and operated as such for decades. 

WGST had the distinction of being one of the few stations in the United States which was heard by 
Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd at the South Pole on his first Antarctic expedition in 1929. 

In September 2012, WGST switched from talk radio to Spanish language sports radio with 
programs from the ESPN Deportes Radio Network. The change lasted less than a year, after which 
WGST returned to talk radio. 

On August 30, 2019, WGST flipped to conservative talk as “640 Fox News Radio” with a revised 
lineup, branding itself as "The Talk of Atlanta!" The station featured syndicated talk programs from 
the likes of Glenn Beck, Todd Schnitt and George Noory. 

Just short of a year later, on June 29, 2020, the station began stunting with speeches by prominent 
African Americans. The next day, WGST flipped to all-news radio as Atlanta's BIN 640. It is one of 
the charter stations of iHeartMedia's Black Information Network— a multi-platform radio network 
serving the African-American community which provides 24/7 news with a black voice and 
perspective. 


WHAS, Louisville

As I have written this series my goal has been to provide a reflection on radio in the “good old 
days” and to highlight broadly the developments over the last century. But increasingly, I am 
realizing that much of radio history occurred outside of the networks and national/global patterns 
and happened at individual radio stations that were innovative and devoted to public service. 

One of those stations is WHAS in Louisville, Kentucky. Now, I have to be honest here. Not only 
has WHAS contributed in a powerful way to the local “Kentuckiana” audience and beyond and is, 
therefore, worthy of being highlighted, but for me it is also a personal thing in that I occasionally 
worked on-air at WHAS or appeared on the radio or television station as a guest related to my day 
job. 

In a previous article I mentioned that station’s heroic work covering the devastating 1937 flood of 
the Ohio River. But there have been other hallmarks that are worth highlighting. 
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What today is a 50,000 watt, clear channel station originally powered up on July 18, 1922 from 
studios in the Courier-Journal newspaper building in downtown Louisville. While the call-letters were 
assigned at random, they were quickly used in the slogan We Have A Signal. At sign-on, Kentucky 
became the 45th out of the then-48 states to establish a broadcasting station. 

On May 16, 1925, the first live broadcast of the Kentucky Derby horse race was made by WHAS 
and also by WGN in Chicago. The call of the Derby 
featured an announcer who watched from the 
windows of one of the famous twin spires of 
Churchill Downs. 

On November 11, 1928, the Federal Radio 
Commission's (FRC) General Order 40 made a 
major reallocation of the broadcasting frequencies. 
This introduced a category known as "clear 
channel stations" that included WHAS, which was 
assigned exclusive nationwide use of 820 kHz. On 
May 15, 1932, WHAS changed from being a 
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System (CBS). At that time, WHAS operated with 

10 kW power, but the output was soon increased to 50 KW as authorized by the FRC. On March 29, 
1941 a second major reallocation, as part of the implementation of the North American Regional 
Broadcasting Agreement, resulted in WHAS's frequency being shifted to its current assignment of 
840 kHz. 

The station was originally part of the local media empire ruled by the Bingham family, which also 
published the Louisville Courier-Journal and Louisville Times (now combined and owned by the 
Gannett Company) and operated television station WHAS-TV (which, following several mergers and 
transactions in subsequent years, is now owned by Tegna). WHAS and its FM sister station, WAMZ 
(the former WHAS-FM) were acquired by Clear Channel Communications (which, as iHeartMedia, 
continues to own the stations to this day) in 1986 as part of the breakup of the Bingham family's media 
properties. (One almost needs a map or graph to track all of that!) 

WHAS modernized in the early 1970s from an old-line MOR music outlet into an early form of Hot 
Adult Contemporary music format, featuring Top 40 hits and rock oldies; one longtime slogan was 
"Good and Gold" (as in "good music and "golden" oldies). For a time in the 1980s, it was also the 
Louisville affiliate for Casey Kasem's American Top 40. The station continued to feature a full-service 
Hot AC format through the 1980s and was the last 50 kW AM station with a full-time AC format. By 
1995, most of the remaining music programming was oldies-based; making WHAS one of the last 
50,000-watt stations to feature music programming on a regular basis. 

One of the most famous celebrities to appear on WHAS radio was Milton Metz. "El Metzo", as he 
was known to fans, was best known for his call-in show,” Metz Here,” which began its run on July 20, 


1959 (with the original title “Juniper-5-2385”), and ended on June 10, 1993. | NEWSRADIO | 
Though records aren't certain on the subject, “Metz Here” is believed to NEWSRADIO 


have been one of the first call-in shows on radio, pioneering a format that 8 aoe 


is in widespread use today as talk radio. 

Metz usually featured guests, and was always kind (almost to a fault) to 
both guests and callers. He tolerated no racist or anti-Semitic opinions and ‘WHAS” 
would abruptly hang up on anyone who broke the rules. Thanks to the 
station's 50,000-watt clear channel AM signal, “Metz Here” was heard by listeners in 40 states and 
much of Canada 

Other notable on-air celebrities included Randy Atcher--children's host, cowboy singer, Foster 
Brooks who also hosted his own program and served as an emergency reporter in the 1937 Flood 
coverage, Gary Burbank, afternoon DJ (who later worked for several decades at Cincinnati’s WLW) 
and Cawood Ledford who reported on sports and was famous for his decades calling University of 
Kentucky basketball. 

WHAS is the flagship radio station for the annual “WHAS Crusade for 
Children” telethon. The station also broadcasts “The Moral Side of the 
News,” one of the oldest public affairs programs in American broadcasting, 
dating back to the 1940s. The show has also been shown on WHAS-TV since 
the 1950s and is available on several other iHeartMedia radio stations 
around the country. The program’s panel of clergy members has been 
involved in distributing the proceeds of the Crusade for Children among 
local charities since the telethon's beginning. WHAS morning DJ, the late 
Wayne Perkey, hosted the crusade on radio and television for decades. 
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On the afternoon of April 3, 1974, Louisville was hit by an F4 tornado that developed during the 
1974 Super Outbreak. WHAS broke away from regular programming to track the storm as traffic 
reporter Dick Gilbert followed the tornado in his helicopter, reporting on the damage. In the hours 
immediately following the station delivered important information about what areas had been 
directly impacted. They stayed with continuous coverage of the disaster in Louisville and across the 
state of Kentucky and the southern portion of Indiana until well into the early morning hours of April 
4. For their efforts, the station's personnel earned thanks from then-Kentucky Governor Wendell Ford 
and President Richard Nixon. (Audio of that historic broadcast can be accessed here:

Today WHAS features “The Mark Levin Show,” the last two hours of the national broadcast of 
“Ground Zero,” and “Coast to Coast AM” (live) on its daily lineup.
